Eastern defence arrangement, 
maintaining that Arab popular 
sentiment would never connive 
at an association with Israel, 
and proposing that separate 
agreements be concluded de- 
tween the Western powers and 
Israci, if they considered Is- 
rute integration inte Middle 
East defence essential. 

When these basic altitudes 
which had hardened through- 
‘out “1951 cum ted early this 
year in riots that carried Egypt 
to the brink of general turmoil, 
it was the King who drew in 
the reins at the last moment, 
dismissing Nahas and institut- 
ing a virtual dictatorship. He 
did s0, realizing, undoubtedly, 
that lessening of the tension 
between Egypt and England 
was vital to Egyptian internal
